All hu cksters shall 
p ay a license tax of twenty-five 
dollars ($25) every year, beginning 
with the first day of Ju ne of each 
year. 
S ec 2. 
The term “ hu ckster,” 
as u sed in section one of this ordi­ 
nance, shall be constru ed to mean 
any p erson who shall follow the av­ 
ocation of bu ying and selling p ro­ 
du ce, vegetables and the like and 
selling them from a wagon or 
other vehicle by going from hou se 
to hou se and p lace to p lace in the 
city of Sedalia, Missou ri. 
S e c. 3. 
Ail hu cksters shall be 
requ ired to take their p rodu ce to 
the market hou se squ are and keep 
it there, at a p lace assigned to them 
by the market master, or at su ch 
p lace as they may desire withou t 
interfering with the rights of oth­ 
ers, 
and remain at the market 
squ are for the sale of their vegeta­ 
bles and p rodu ce u ntil ten o’clock 
in the forenoon of each day, after 
which time they shall have the 
right to p eddle the same throu ghou t 
any p art of the city. 
S e c. 4. 
Nothing contained in 
this ordinance shall be so con­ 
stru ed as to ap p ly to any farmer, 
p rodu cer or p rodu cers for the sale 
of any p rodu ce of any kind raised 
by him, her or them, when sold 
from his, her or their wagon, cart 
or vehicle, or from any p erson or 
p ersons in the emp loy of su ch 
farmer or p rodu cer.

guilty o f a misdemeano r and upo n 
co nv ictio n thereo f shall be pun­ 
ished by a fine o f no t less than o ne 
do llar and no t mo re than twenty - 
five dollars.

ident, he gave notice to the world. 
Nobody p aid any attention to the 
ambitiou s insu rgent. 
The retu rn of foreign consu ls lo 
Manila, each p resenting his cre­ 
dentials to Gov. Gen. Otis, is all 
the evidence needed of the tru e sit­ 
u ation. 
This government is the 
only p ower recognized in the Phil­ 
ip p ines ; and there is no p robabil­ 
ity that the insu rgents will be rec­ 
ognized even as belligerents. 
When the p eace commissioners 
were negotiating at Paris, it was 
recognized that the 
sovereignty 
over the Fhiliop ities mu st rest with 
Sp ain or the United States.

government cou ld not give

Philip p ines back to Sp am, nor 
cou ld the Philip p ines be left to tlie 
insu rgent natives, a p rey to an­ 
archy and threatened with seizu re 
by other governments.
